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Bus cuts: county struggles to 
protect services

CUTS to some Dorset bus routes come 
into effect this week as the county coun¬ 
cil struggles to support the service fol¬ 
lowing budget cuts. 

From Monday, about 70 per cent of the pre¬ 
vious services will continue, accounting for 
more than 90 per cent of public transport 
trips in the county - according to the county 
council. 

Elsewhere work is going on to find replace¬ 
ment services including community-run 
minibuses. 

One of the new services is the replacement 
for the 212 service between Dorchester and 
Maiden Newton. 

Local councillor Jill Haynes says the com¬ 
munity will now be running a Monday to 
Friday minibus which leaving Maiden New¬ 
ton at 7.45am and 10am, also calling at 
Frampton, Grimstone, Stratton and Brad¬ 
ford Peverell. 

The return services will operate from Trin- 
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ity Street in Dorchester leaving 
at 1pm and 5.45pm. 

But seats must be booked the 
day before by 3pm by calling 
Dorchester (01305) 228965. The 
fares will be £2.50 each way, half- 
price for under 16s, but the ser¬ 
vice will be unable to offer 
concessionary fares or bus 
passed. Those without a booking 
will not be offered a seat. 

The county council says it has 
needed to save £1.5m from its 
public transport budget over the 
last two years, as well as £850,000 
on school transport this year. 

Following major reductions in 
its government funding, the 
council is focussing on subsidis¬ 
ing seven key, town-to-town 
routes that support Dorset’s 
economy by helping people get 
to work, school and college. 

At the same time, it has 
awarded contracts for 13 sec¬ 
ondary and upper school bus 
services, starting from Septem¬ 
ber. 

The contracts have been 
awarded to four local bus com¬ 
panies: First, Go South Coast 
(Damory), South West Coaches, 
and Vale Coaches. 

Said Cllr Daryl Turner, the 
council’s Cabinet member for 
natural and built environment: 
“We have been working closely 
with transport companies over 
several months to develop the 
best possible mix of council-sup¬ 
ported, commercial and commu¬ 
nity services that can serve as 
many people as possible while 


minimising disruption for bus 
users. 

“We have now finalised the 
new network and will continue 
to work with operators and the 
public to make sure bus users 
experience a smooth transition 
to the new services.” 

Around two thirds of public 
bus services in Dorset are run 
commercially by bus compa¬ 
nies, with the council helping 
fund other routes that are not 
commercially viable but are im¬ 
portant for local communities.

Amongst the seven protected 
services are - Route 5 - Bland- 
ford to Dorchester - the current 
services X12 and 187 will con¬ 
tinue to be operated by Damory 
while a further procurement ex¬ 
ercise is carried out, and Route 
7 - Dorchester to Dorchester - 
South West Coaches (currently 
operated by Damory as Service 
XU). 

Following a commercial deci¬ 
sion by the operator not to con¬ 
tinue the commercial Service 40 
between Yeovil and Bridport, 
the council has stepped in to pro¬ 
vide the service from Monday to 
Friday on a temporary basis 
using its own drivers and vehi¬ 
cles while a longer-term solution 
is agreed.

Arts improve quality of life 
for people with dementia 


DORSET is ahead of the 
field in recognising that 
arts and nature can keep 
us well and help us live 
longer, fuller lives. 

Creative pursuits have 
an especially vital role to 
play for people with de¬ 
mentia, says a major arts, 
health and wellbeing Par¬ 
liamentary inquiry pub¬ 
lished last week. 

The report, ‘Creative 
Health: The Arts for 
Health and Wellbeing’, dis¬ 
cusses how activities such 
as dancing, painting or 
music can boost brain 
function, potentially help¬ 
ing to delay the onset of de¬ 
mentia. 

It also considers how arts 
can help memory recall in 
people with dementia. 

There is a move in de¬ 
mentia care to focus less 
on memory and more on 
improving quality of life 
for people who have de¬ 
mentia and for their car¬ 
ers. 


In Dorset, people with 
mild to moderate dementia 
are to benefit from a host 
of arts activities organised 
by The Arts Development 
Company. 

The project begins this 
September in the Lyme 
Regis and Beaminster 
areas before moving on to 
cover the rest of the 
county. 

The three-year project 
will offer music making, 
working a potter’s wheel, 
walking and drawing 
large-scale paintings, 
stone carving, singing to 
the sea and dance, plus 
other opportunities. 

Local artists, craftspeo¬ 
ple, singers and musicians 
will be running the ses¬ 
sions. 

Those involved include 
artist Sarah Hough from 
Piddletrenthide, music 
leaders from B Sharp in 
Lyme Regis, Bridport 
artist Kim Squirrell, Fen- 
nella Stride and Miles Bell 


from New House Pottery 
in Broadoak, and Lyme 
Regis photographer Maisie 
Hill. 

Up to 12 people with de¬ 
mentia and their carers 
will participate in each 
session. 

Called Stepping Into Na¬ 
ture, the programme is 
funded by the Big Lottery 
and led by the Dorset Area 
of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB). 

The aim is to help 
improve the health 
and wellbeing of people 
with dementia and their 
carers, and reduce their 
social isolation and loneli¬ 
ness. 

Cleo Evans, arts and en¬ 
vironment lead at The Arts 
Development Company, 
said: “As this report 
proves, creativity and na¬ 
ture help with the well¬ 
being of people with 
dementia. 

“Stepping Into Nature of¬ 
fers an opportunity to ex¬ 


periment with different art 
forms. It’s about improv¬ 
ing quality of life by hav¬ 
ing fun and trying new 
things.” 

The All-Party Parliamen¬ 
tary Group on Arts, Health 
and Wellbeing (APPGA 
HW) was formed in 2014 
and aims to improve 
awareness of the benefits 
that the arts can bring to 
health and wellbeing. 

During 2015-17, the APP- 
GAHW conducted an in¬ 
quiry into practice and 
research in the arts in 


health and social care, 
with a view to making rec¬ 
ommendations to improve 
policy and practice. 

The partners in this in¬ 
quiry were the National 
Alliance for Arts, Health 
and Wellbeing, King’s Col¬ 
lege London, the Royal So¬ 
ciety for Public Health and 
Guy’s and St Thomas’ 
Charity. 

It was funded by Well¬ 
come, Paul Hamlyn Foun¬ 
dation and the Arts and 
Humanities Research 
Council.

Police warning after rise in home burglaries 


HOUSEHOLDERS in Bridport are being urged 
to secure their homes after burglaries in¬ 
crease in the town and other areas of Dorset 
due to 50 per cent of victims leaving doors 
and windows open. 

Figures show that between April to June this 
year, dwelling burglaries increased by 16 per 
cent across the county. 

Whilst some can be attributed to recent 
changes in how Dorset Police records crime, 
increases have occurred in Bridport, Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth. 

Detective Inspector Neil Wright, of the 
Dorset Police Priority Crime Team, said: "Re¬ 
cent data suggests that nearly half of all 
dwelling burglaries reported to us are as a re¬ 
sult of thieves gaining entry through unlocked 
doors and windows, with 27 properties being 
targeted in the last three weeks as a result of 
being insecure. 

"Burglaries are often as a result of opportu¬ 
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nity, rather than planning, which makes many 
crimes entirely preventable if homeowners 
follow some simple steps." 

CRIME PREVENTION ADVICE 

• Lock your doors and windows every time 
you leave the house, even when you're just 
out in the garden, remembering to 
double-lock UPVC doors; 

• Hide all keys, including car keys, out 
of sight and away from the letterbox 
(remember a device could be used to 
hook keys through the letterbox); 

• Store any high value items 

(i.e. jewellery, passports) in a properly 
secured safe or bank vault; 

• Install a visual burglar alarm and good 
outside lighting; 

• Get a trusted neighbour to keep an 
eye on your property; 

• Leave radios or lights in your house on a 
timer to make the property appear 
occupied; 

• Make sure any fencing around your 
property is in good condition with 
hedges trimmed; 

• Secure bikes at home by locking them to 
an immoveable object inside a locked shed 


or garage; 

• Keep ladders and tools stored away - 
don't leave them outside where they 
could be used to break into your home; 

• Ensure side gates are locked to prevent 
access to the rear of the property; 

• Mark your property with postcode and 
house number; 

• Remove valuables from view of ground 
floor windows. 

Dl Wright added: "Over the past three 
months, victims have lost large quantities of 
cash, electrical items, vehicles and heritage 
jewellery. 

"Please avoid keeping large quantities of 
cash and take photographs of your valuable 
jewellery pieces and keep a written record. 

"This will aid the police in returning any 
stolen property to you and will make it diffi¬ 
cult for burglars to sell the items on without 
detection."

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Council plans to increase the number of shops in Dorchester

DORCHESTER'S weekly market will have 
to move if district council plans to build 
shops on the Fairfield car park are suc¬ 
cessful. 

West Dorset District Council says it is 
also still committed to further shops on 
the Charles Street car park - something 
which the council has tried, but failed, to 
do since 1973. 

Developer Simons pulled out of the 
Charles Street plans more than two years 
ago, saying that they thought the scheme 
was not viable. 

The district council says its aim is for 
Dorchester to offer a large enough selec¬ 
tion of shops to stop residents going else¬ 
where for some items - and to attract 
visitors into the town. 

A multi-storey car park could be built to 
make up for the loss of spaces at the Fair- 
field. 

A special council meeting will be held on 
August 1st for councillors to debate the 
proposals. If approved the authority will 
work with developers to bring the plan to 
fruition. 

Building work is expected to take about 
two years once work starts.

The latest donations include David 
Evans of the Fortuneswell Cancer Trust 
(FCT) presenting a cheque for £50,000 to 
charity chairman Peter Greensmith. 

FCT are Dorset County Hospital Char¬ 
ity’s main partners in the Cancer Appeal 
and have now contributed £300,000 to the 
appeal. 

Mr Evans said: “We’re very excited to be 
working with the charity on this project as 
we know how much it means to local peo¬ 
ple affected by cancer. I would like to per¬ 
sonally thank all those who have 
supported us and everyone in the commu¬ 
nity who has raised funds on our behalf.” 

Other donations have come from Emily 
Dipple, who, together with her family, 
raised £3,460 for the appeal from a 
fundraising garden party. Her daughters 
Alice and Maeve also helped by fundrais¬ 
ing at school, where they collected £120 of 
five pence pieces by getting their friends 
at Frome Valley CE First School to help 
with the collection. 

Emily said: “Obviously I am delighted 
with the amount we raised, but it was also 
great to promote the appeal and I am very 
passionate about the new centre being 
built.” 

Peter Greensmith, chairman of Dorset 
County Hospital Charity was there to re¬ 
ceive both cheques for the Cancer Appeal: 
“It was a great pleasure to be here today to 
meet Emily and her family and our For¬ 
tuneswell partners. It is always very hum¬ 
bling to talk to the people who work so

The Cancer Appeal is funding a Cancer 
Outpatients Department which is being 
built on top of the new Robert White Ra¬ 
diotherapy Unit currently under con¬ 
struction at the hospital. It is part of a £9 
million project bringing radiotherapy ser¬ 
vices to Dorchester for the first time.

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Additonal funding 
for schools 

DORSET schools are to get an addi¬ 
tional three per cent funding. 

The announcement has been wel¬ 
comed by South Dorset MP Richard 
Drax, who was one of 111 MPs who 
signed a letter to the Prime Minister 
demanding a change to the way fund¬ 
ing is allocated. 

Thanking the Secretary of State 
after her announcement in the House, 
Mr Drax said: "Dorset has been histor¬ 
ically underfunded for many years, so 
we are all extremely grateful for her 
announcement today." 

Under the previous system inner city 
schoolchildren were allotted almost 
twice the amount per capita as rural 
children. 

Dorset, as a result, was one of the 
40 lowest funded counties in the 
country, allotted £4908 per child in 
2016. This compared to £8256 in the 
London Borough of Tower Hamlets. 

Get rid of your own 
Christmas tree 

DORSET residents will have to dis¬ 
pose of their own Christmas trees this 
year. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership will 
not be offering the free kerbside col¬ 
lection it has previously carried out. 

The group, which is run by local 
councils, says it is not obliged to col¬ 
lect the trees which contradicts its 
waste strategy, ending up as landfill. 

Residents will be encouraged to use 
their garden waste service, if they pay 
for it, or take their Christmas tree to a 
household recycling centre.

Magna launches development 
programme for more homes 


AFTER years of building only 
a handful of new homes for 
rent, Dorchester-based Magna 
Housing has launched a devel¬ 
opment programme which 
will reverse the trend. 

Around 30 suppliers at¬ 
tended a one-day conference 
to discuss how they could best 
support Magna in its aim to 
build quality homes that 
would be affordable for resi¬ 
dents and have the lowest pos¬ 
sible maintenance costs. 

Paul Read, head of develop¬ 
ment at Magna said: “We 
wanted to bring everyone to¬ 
gether as early on in the pro¬ 
cess as we possibly could so 
we could get their engagement 
and expertise. 

“People from all parts of the 
development process joined 


us including architects, build¬ 
ing suppliers and construc¬ 
tion companies. 

Trea Murphy, head of main¬ 
tenance services, spoke about 
the importance of creating 
homes for residents with low 
running costs and service 
charges. She said: “We know 
that residents who are renting 
a property want a quality 
home which is warm and com¬ 
fortable to live in, easily re¬ 
paired and is fixed right first 
time when things go wrong. 
By addressing these at the de¬ 
sign stage we can more easily 
achieve all this. 

“Residents also tell us that 
green areas, trees and prop¬ 
erly thought through parking 
and refuse strategies are very 
important, so we want to work 


with our suppliers to make 
sure these things are in¬ 
cluded.” 

The event included presenta¬ 
tions from key staff as well as 
round table discussions from 
the delegates. 

Rob Pannell, construction 
quality advisor for the na¬ 
tional house-builders body, 
NHBC, said: “I think this was 
an absolutely superb event. 
Magna has a great opportu¬ 
nity to start with a blank 
sheet of paper and get it right 
first time when it comes to 
building new homes. 

“With the drive and enthusi¬ 
asm in the company, I’m sure 
we will see Magna as a top 
class developer in the future.” 


Petition objects to 
drug recovery unit 

A PETITION with more than 700 signatures, 
opposing plans for a Weymouth drug and 
alcohol recovery unit, has been handed in 
at County Hall. 

The council is planning to convert a B&B 
at 22 Abbotsbury Road after securing fund¬ 
ing of £620,000 from Public Health Eng¬ 
land. 

Opponents say it will ruin other busi¬ 
nesses in the area and is too close, just 200 
yards, from the Rodwell Trail where drug 
dealers often gather. 

If approved the centre will be run by char¬ 
ity Essential Drug and Alcohol Services 
(EDAS) which aims to help people kick their 
addictions and get back to a normal life. 

Dorset County Council claims that drug 
use in Weymouth is double that of the rest 
of the county and more than 40 per cent of 
those who access treatment for their addic¬ 
tions live in Weymouth and Portland. 

They say that only those who show a 
strong commitment to breaking their habit 
will be allowed to use the unit, which can 
accommodate up to six at a time. 

A planning application for the unit is ex¬ 
pected soon when there will be the chance 
for local people to make their comments on 
the proposal. 

Deckchair survey 

A TOTAL of 370 submissions were received in 
response to a survey by Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council as to whether they should 
continue to provide free deckchairs for for resi¬ 
dents in the borough aged 60 or over. 

Of those who responded, 81 per cent agreed 
that the council should continue to provide the 
free deckchairs. 

Results are now being analysed, along with the 
many comments, and will be reported to Policy 
Development Committee on July 31 st.

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Walking trail brings new 
activity to the Ridgeway 


A NEW interactive walking trail is 
seeking to attract people of all ages to 
explore the magnificent sights of the 
South Dorset Ridgeway in partner¬ 
ship with a Littlemoor primary 
school.

New fund to help communities 
without superfast broadband 


Rural media archive 
receives Lottery boost 


A NEW community fund will help Dorset neigh¬ 
bourhoods where there are currently no plans 
for high-speed internet access. 

The Superfast Dorset Community Broadband 
Fund has been set up to support the small num¬ 
ber of areas not currently included in any super¬ 
fast roll-out plans. 

The £500,000 scheme enables Superfast 
Dorset to co-invest with communities by match 
funding up to half the costs of bringing faster 
broadband to their neighbourhood. 

More than 95 per cent of Dorset premises can 
now take a superfast fibre broadband service - 
defined as download speeds of 24Mbps or 
greater. 

ClIr Daryl Turner, Dorset County Council Cabi¬ 
net Member for the Natural and Built Environ¬ 
ment, said: "Current commercial and Superfast 
Dorset fibre roll-out plans will leave around just 
two per cent of Dorset premises without access 
to a faster connection. 

"Technologies such as fixed wireless and satel¬ 
lite broadband can already serve most premises, 
but we know that some communities would 
rather pay a share of the costs to bring a super¬ 
fast fibre solution to their area. 

"That's why we have set up the Superfast 
Dorset Community Broadband Fund. It allows us 
to provide the same level of public funding to 
communities which aren't included in our fibre 
roll-out plans."

The technology offers download speeds typi¬ 
cally several times faster than standard broad¬ 
band and means:

Superfast Dorset is a partnership between BT, 
the Department of Media, Culture and Sport 
(DCMS), Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership, 
Dorset County Council, Bournemouth Borough 
Council, the Borough of Poole, Christchurch Bor¬ 
ough Council, East Dorset District Council, North 
Dorset District Council, Purbeck District Council, 
West Dorset District Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council. 

The project brings superfast broadband to 
areas not covered by the commercial roll-out un¬ 
dertaken by BT, Virgin Media and others. 

Superfast Dorset has already enabled more 
than 570 roadside fibre broadband cabinets 
across the county, delivering superfast fibre 
broadband to more than 80,000 properties. 


FOR over 33 years, Windrose Rural Media 
Trust and its predecessor, Trilith, have been 
chronicling life in Dorset, Somerset and Wilt¬ 
shire. 

Its archive film shows have drawn packed 
houses in village halls, theatres, cinemas and 
arts centres all over the three counties. 

With the help of a great many people in local 
communities, Windrose has discovered, saved 
and copied thousands of reels of cine film dat¬ 
ing from the 1910s to the 1980s depicting our 
history in moving image. 

Although the film archive will be the most fa¬ 
miliar part of Windrose’s work for many, the 
trust has also created a huge range of commu¬ 
nity based media projects which have enabled 
local people to learn how to work in video and 
radio or through which Windrose has made its 
own original productions about changes in life 
around us and about valuable community ini¬ 
tiatives. 

Windrose has accumulated a vast archive of 
film, video and audio recordings since work 
started in 1984. Most of these are on pre-digital 
formats and much of the archive has either 
been unseen for many years or has never yet 
been accessible. A great deal of work is needed 
to bring this fascinating material to the public. 

Thanks to National Lottery players through 
a £67,000 grant award from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF), very significant progress can 
now be made. 

Crucial support has also come from the Alice 
Ellen Cooper Dean Charitable Foundation, the 
Valentine Charitable Trust, Dorset History 
Centre and Wiltshire & Swindon History Cen¬ 
tre. The total resource available is £93,700. 

The thousands of original recordings are 
being preserved under temperature and hu¬ 
midity controlled conditions at Dorset History 
Centre. 


Windrose will be working in partnership 
with Dorset History Centre, Somerset Heritage 
Centre, Wiltshire & Swindon History Centre 
and Bournemouth University. 

Trevor Bailey, Director of Windrose, said: “It 
comes as a shock sometimes to realise how big 
and varied this archive has become. 

“When we were standing in freezing fields 
shooting our early productions, helping young 
people to make their first radio programmes or 
out in the evenings taking old films to the 
smallest village halls, we didn't have time to 
spare to sort out its future. 

“You gradually realise that all that work 
since we started in 1984 has created something 
that really matters in 2017 and in years to come. 

“Thanks to National Lottery players, we now 
have three years of fresh work ahead of us, 
bringing this archive to the public in a more 
thorough way than has been possible before 
and doing so by using modern technology. 

“We are very grateful to our funders and part¬ 
ners for making it possible for this to happen. 
It should not be thought, though, that we shall 
stop creating new media-based projects in 
Dorset, Somerset and Wiltshire. We have sev¬ 
eral on the stocks, some using the archive of 
course.” 

Dorset County Archivist, Sam Johnston, has 
worked closely with Windrose on the applica¬ 
tion to the Heritage Lottery. 

He added: “We are delighted to hold the Win¬ 
drose archive on behalf of Trevor and his col¬ 
leagues and very much look forward to playing 
our part in the forthcoming project to preserve 
and open up access to this really important his¬ 
toric collection. 

“Film is a potent medium, instantly accessi¬ 
ble to audiences young and old. It will be great 
to be able to share this with the wider public in 
due course.”

Grow the Game funding increases 



participation in our national game 
by helping clubs to provide opportu¬ 
nities for new players, or training 
volunteers to support new players 
and teams. 

The programme is delivered in 
partnership with all the 46 County 
FAs and funded by the FA. 

So far Grow the Game has awarded 
874 separate grants worth around 
£4.2m to grassroots football clubs. 

Analysis of the monitoring and 
evaluation so far predicts that this 
will result in the creation of 3,791 
brand new football teams competing 
in FA-affiliated leagues, 72,872 new 
players participating each week and 
10,959 new qualifications or courses 
being completed. 

Nathan Wood, JCGFC Chairman 
said: “This is a great opportunity for 
Jurassic Coast Girls FC to offer fur¬ 
ther opportunities for Girls to partic¬ 
ipate in Football. 

“The support of the Football Foun¬ 
dation is fundamental in allowing us 
to achieve our aim to be able to offer 
all primary school aged girls the op¬ 
portunity to play football in a safe 
and sustainable environment. 

“The funding will also allow us to 
grow the clubs coaching re¬ 
sources.

Disappointing 
championship 
for Blake 

PAUL Blake suffered 
disappointment at the 
World Paralympic 
Championships as he 
looked to adjust to the 
sprint races instead of 
his specialist middle 
distances ahead of the 
2020 Tokyo Olympics. 

Blake, the current 
T36 400m Olympic 
champion after win¬ 
ning gold in Rio last 
year, has been adjust¬ 
ing to life without the 
800m, after the Para¬ 
lympic committee de¬ 
cided to withdraw the 
800m from the Tokyo 
2020 Olympics. Hav¬ 
ing previously cut the 
1500m from the T36 
schedule before the 
London 2012 

Olympics, the Charl¬ 
ton Down athlete had 
no option but to con¬ 
centrate instead on 
the shorter 100m and 
200m distances, as 
well as the 400m. 

A former world 
record holder at both 
distances, this was a 
major blow to the 27- 
year-old, holder often 
Olympic and World 
medals, four of them 
gold, and although he 
has been training 
hard at his Bath Uni¬ 
versity base, he has 
yet to achieve the 
speeds that will earn 
him medals in the 
sprints. 

And so it proved in 
the London Stadium 
last week. Although 
he reached the final of 
the 200m, he trailed 
home eighth in 25.65 
behind James Turner 
of Australia who won 
in a new world record 
of 24.09. 

Blake also qualified 
for the final of the 
100m finishing sixth 
in 12.59 behind 
China’s Yifei Yang, 
who sped home to set 
a new area record of 
11.93 seconds. 

In his more familiar 
400m distance, he 
came up against 
Turner, who has been 
ripping up the record 
book since he came to 
prominence last au¬ 
tumn. The 21-year-old 
Aussie set off at a blis¬ 
tering pace, and as 
the came round the 
top bend, Blake had 
worked himself into 
the silver position. 

However, in the 
final 50m he began to 
fade, allowing both 
Poland’s Krzysztof 
Ciuksza, and New 
Zealand’s Keegan 
Pitcher to pass him 
and relegate him to 
fourth despite a sea¬ 
son’s best of 55.79.
